Dear  Don : 

We  have  reviewed  the  proposed  vacation  and  reopening  of  Hazel- 
wood Avenue  at  its  intersection  with  Crescent  Avenue  and  we 
recommend  that  said  relocation  be  accomplished  for  the  following 
reasons : 

1.  The  intersection  of  Hazelwood  with  Crescent  Avenue 
as  is  proposed  by  the  relocation  would  be  safer 
since  it  would  remove  the  intersection  from  a five- 
point  intersection  and  locate  it  at  a crest  in  the 
hill  on  Crescent  Avenue  where  better  sight  distance 
would  be  obtained. 

2.  The  proposed  relocation  of  Crescent  Avenue  would  make 
the  lands  on  either  side  of  it  more  usable  for  develop- 
ment purposes . 

3.  There  would  be  less  pavement  involved  on  the  relocation 
than  there  would  be  as  Hazelwood  Avenue  is  presently  es- 
tablished but  yet  it  would  accomplish  the  same  purpose. 

For  the  above  reasons  it  would  be  our  recommendation  that  the 
proposed  relocation  of  Hazelwood  Avenue  be  granted.
